NEW SANITARY 
ORDINANCE IS 
ASKED FOR TOWN 


An entirely new ordinance, cover- 
lng all phases of borough sanitation. I 
but designed 
particularly to give 1 
additional authority to the borough j 
health officer in the enforcem ent of I 
garbage and refuse disposal and col­ 
lection, was recom m ended today by 
' Burgess W illiam G. W eaver. 
"Our present sanitary ordinance is 
outm oded,” th e burgess said, "Some 
portions of it date back to 1893.” 
The recom m endations followed a 
com plaint m ade at the July council 
meeting M onday night at one of the 
garbage collectors, Paul Plank, is not 
m aking two collections a week, as 
required by th e ordinance 
send* latter To Fox 
In a letter addressed to Council­ 
m an John 
Fox. 
who voiced 
th e 
com plaint M onday night, the burgess 
said: 
"H ealth Officer Donald E S taub 
I has contacted Mr. Plank relative to 
the two collections of garbage re ­ 
quired during th e sum m er m onths. 
Mr 
Plank says he cannot collect 
I garbage twice a week at his present 
rate of 35 cents per week On the 
other 
hand, 
other collectors 
are 
doing it but in th eir cases they op- i 
erate personally and not through 1 
hired help. 
"O ur ordinance does not. as far aa 
I can see. regulate the charges th a t 
can be m ade but does provide for 
the extra rem oval. T his brings up a 
point th a t has been discussed, but 
nothing done about it to date. I . 
refer to th e need for an up-to-date 
sanitary ordinance.” 
Outline* New Measure 
Burgess W eaver said th a t he and 
H ealth Officer S tau b have discussed 
this m atter frequently. "He reports 
th at In th e case of m any conditions 
th at are called to his attention and 
which he Investigates, there is no 
authority for him to take the needed 
action. As burgess I therefore recom - , 
mend th a t an entirely new ordinance 
be draw n covering all phases of 
sanitation. 
“To my m ind it should include 
garbage collection and disposal, plus 
definite 
rules 
about 
the 
borough 
dum p; burning of garbage and other 
refuse; it will have to contain th e 
present restrictions on the .keeping 
of 
hogs 
w ithin 
the 
borough; 
it 
should m ake it m andatory for peo­ 
ple keeping chickens, horses, etc., to 
m aintain certain standards of clean­ 
liness; it should include the present 
laws on cesspools and privies: 
it 
could 
contain 
rules 
on 
stag n an t 
water to aid the mosquito control: I 
cutting of weeds and anything else 
th a t affects the sanitation of our 
town. 
R estau ran t 
inspection 
and { 
slaughter houses could also be put 
under this sam e ordinance. 
"I respectfully suggest th a t the 
proper com m ittee of council and the 
Board of H ealth act jointly on this 
m atter and come up with a m odern 
ordinance th a t will m ake G ettysburg 
a safer and h ealth ier place.”

And both sides agreed th a t the 
new plank, dealing w ith federal 
action on the su b jects of lynch­ 
ing. poll taxes, segregation and dis­ 
crim ination, w as not .as strong a 
the one in the 1948 platform . 
The *48 Plank 
P our y ea rs ago the R epublicans 
favored “ en actm en t and Just en­ 
forcem ent of such federal legis­ 
lation as m ay be n e c essary ” to 
m ain tain 
equal 
opportunity 
for 
Jobs and ad v an cem en t despite dif­ 
ferences of “ race, religion, color, 
or country of o rigin.” 
This tim e the platform prom ises 
“ federal legislation to fu rth er just 
and 
equitable 
tre a tm e n t 
in

d iscrim in ato ry 
em ploy­ 
m ent p ractices ” 
T hat is broad, so at the request 
of Southerners this w as added: 
“Federal action should not d u ­ 
plicate state efforts to end such 
p ractices; should not set up an ­ 
other huge b u reau cracy ' 
Promise “Federal Action'* 
M ost S outherners, including R e­ 
publicans, believe racial problem s 
a re best handled on a sta te or 
local level w ithout federal in te r­ 
ference. 


M ost delegates recall the bitter 
civil rights platform dispute in the 
HHS D em ocratic 
convention th a t 
led to a w alkout by m any Southern 
D em ocrats and loss of four Solid 
* South sta te s in the final election. 
The new plank prom ises “ federal 
actio n ” —ra th e r than legislation to 
elim inate lynching and poll ta x e s— 
and 
“ ap p ro p riate 
action 
to end 
segregation 
in 
the 
D istrict 
of 
Colum bia ” 
It also prom isee non-di'crim ina- 
tion in appointm ent of “ qualified 
persons” to federal Jobs. 
It doea not contain a detailed 
proposal for a 
fair em ploym ent 
practices com m ission w ith pow ers 
to force testim ony and m ak e rec­ 
om m endations.

Vedalia Beetles 
Fight Tree Pests 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (/Pi—1The Ve­ 
dalia beetle is one insect that is 
wanted almost the world over. 
* 
Recently the University of Cali­ 
fornia Citrus Experim ent Station 
here airmailed 50 of the live beetles 
to the Samoan Islands to fight a 
citrus tree pest known as cottony 
cushion scale. After the beetles, one- 
eight of an Inch long, were intro­ 
duced into citrus groves here in 
1888 the cottony cushion scale was 
completely controlled, reports Curtis 
P Clausen, chairm an of the Division 
of Biological Control. 
“There has been no trouble since 
1888. except in recent years follow­ 
ing application of DDT and other 
new organic insecticides for control 
of other pests," reported Clausen. 
"Use of these insecticides destroys 
the beetles and thus permits the 
scale 
to 
increase

levels” 
Scientists here said th a t since 1890 
the Vedalia beetle has been dis­ 
tributed to 65 different countries and 
geographical areas of the world to 
fight the destructive scale.
